WTiy \ o t Reco g n ize Ru ssin ? 
Bearing in mind that recognition of the So­ 
viet Union does not imply approval of its 
form of government or of its policies, let us 
summarize the reason that are impelling 
President Roosevelt toward such recognition: 
1. The Ru&sian government is stable; there 
is not the slightest chance of its being over­ 
turned. Under international law such stabil­ 
ity is a prerequisite of recognition. 
2. In its dealing with other nations—and 
all the Important nations have recognized it— 
the Soviet Union has demoastratcd its readi­ 
ness to recognize international obligations. 
The qu^tlon of Russian debts has become 
comparatively minor in view of the attitude of 
many other nations toward their debts. Com­ 
munistic propaganda from Russia in other 
countries virtually has disappeared as Mos­ 
cow has become Intensely concerned with do­ 
mestic problems. 
3. Recognition would help consolidate the 
Soviet Union in the family of nations—an im­ 
portant consideration for the whole world, 
4 . On two fundamental policies—peace and 
industrial recovery—the Soviet Union 
has 
identical aims with the United States. There 
is every reason for the countries to join in 
efforts for these ends. As The Star pointed 
out In editorial correspondence from Europe 
last summer, Russia has become a strong Eu­ 
ropean influence for peace. 
5. Recognition undoubtedly would facili­ 
tate Ru-sslan-American trade. The extent of 
this trade would be limited by the amount 
of credits the United States could prudently 
grant. The question of how the Soviet Union 
could maintain its debt service by “ triangular” 
, payments over our high tariff wall requires 
study. 
In view of these con.siderations It seems 
futile and unwise for America to stand out 
alone as the only important nation to with­ 
hold recognition. 


Ea sier Ta x Pa ymen ts. 
One form of assistance to the taxpayer 
readily could be given by the Missouri legis­ 
lature, without jmrticular enlargement of the 
special session program. 
It is permission to 
pay county, state and school taxes in install­ 
ments. This was debated at the last session, 
but nothing was done about it. Now Repre­ 
sentative Iffrig of St. Charles County has in­ 
troduced a bill calling for payment of such 
taxes to two installments, to counties with less 
than 400,000 population. The number of in­ 
stallments should be more than tvro, although 
that would help, and the measure made to 
include all counties. 
The Civic Research Institute directs atten­ 
tion to a plan by which these taxes in Jackson 
County, and perhaps in others, could be paid 
to three tostallments, with payment of the 
first required to June so as not to handicap 
the county financially. Those paying the full 
amount to June would get the benefit of the 
6 per cent discount, which is to be allowed be­ 
ginning next year, under a new state law. It is 
observed, also, that an installment arrange­ 
ment should be made applicable to city taxes, 
by ordinance. 
In each Instance the details 
would need to be carefully worked out. The 
principle Is the important point. Its adoption 
would be beneficial alike to local and state 
governments and to taxpayers. 


A t An y Ra te, S o meth in g Wa s Wro n g . 
In response to a question by the National 
Economic League as to what caused the de­ 
pression, economists have given a wide range of 
varied answers. 
Some agree on one thing, 
other* on another; but altogether there is 
lacking the harmony of opinion that would 
make for clear understanding and definite 
remedies. 
It is understood all around, how­ 
ever, that the economic conditions, the po­ 
litical conditions and a few others were all 
out of joint, probably being due to the one 
fundamental that humanity has not yet 
reached the stage of perfection. 


New Jo b s a n d Ch a rity Lists. 
The Chamber of Commerce estimates that 
approximately 10,000 have found re-employ- 
ment in Kansas City since the economic de­ 
pression reached its lowest level. Some of these 
jobs have been temporary, others are continu­ 
ous. They include employment to both private 
and public activities. Yet only 5 per cent of 
all the jobs have gone to persons depending 
on the city for the necessities of life. Obvious­ 
ly that is not enough. Certainly when public 
work is under way, public interest should be 
•erved, so far as consistent with other factors, 
by giving employment to those who otherwise 
must depend on public charity. 
There has 
been extensive employment from time to time 
on projects under the Ten-Year Plan. 
The 
new courthouse is being buiit under that plan. 
The new municipal auditorium is one of the 
Ten-Year project*. 
The Ten-Year program 
WBB approved by the people in part as a re­ 
lief measure. 
Both these building projects 
xelieve the charity demaodi to an ap- 


preciable degree, especially with re.spect to 
common labor. 
The Ten-Year projects have been carried 
forward by city and county authorities. 
But 
employment on the auditorium, it is announced, 
will be provided through the federal, state and 
city emplojTnent bureaus. 
The federal gov­ 
ernment should exercise a special Influence 
in this distribution of work, for it is giving 30 
per cent of the labor-matenal cost on a relief 
basis. 
It must be recognized, of course, that 
the relief thus contemplated does not exclude 
unemployed persons who are not dependent 
on charity; but it also must be kept in mind 
that the most effective relief is in making 
those dependent on charity Independent of 
public aid. Therefore, a consistent proportion 
of those employed on public work.s, whether 
the auditorium, the courthouse, the county 
roads or eL'^ewhere, should be drawn from the 
charity rolls, which include both skilled and 
unskilled workmen, though many more of the 
latter.

The legislative committee investigating deal­ 
ings of material and supply concerns with the 
Kansas state highway commission has uncov­ 
ered evidence of irregularities that warrant 
the thorough inquiry now to be made.

That is the an­ 
nounced purjiose of the legislative committee, 
which has the complete support of Governor 
Landon, 
There have been repeated charges of pay­ 
ments by concerns which later were diverted 
to political uses.

Institute’s 
exhibition 
of 
modern 
panting ha.s come to be recognized as one of 
the m(^t representative international shows 
in existence. 
This year, Indeed, of the 351 
paintings hung, only 125 were by American 
artists, and the first prize was awarded to a 
Frenchman. The second prize went to John 
Steuart Curry, who was born at Dunavant, 
Kas., and the third to Henry 'Varnum Poor, 
W'ho was born at Chapman, Kas. 
It may seem like straining a point to call 
either Curry or Poor Kansas artists, since 
they both received their artistic training else­ 
where and neither now lives in the state of his 
birth. And yet it is not hard to sec in their 
work evidence of their Kansas background, 
not simply in Curry’s subject matter, but in a 
certain sturdiness of treatment in both ca.ses 
that seems to reflect the farm country. As a 
matter of fact, Kansa.s is developing a very 
distinct group of artists, although they have 
not formed themselves self-consciously into 
“ art colonics” as in some other states. Whether 
men like Curry, Poor, John Noble, Birger Sand- 
zen, Arthur W. Hall, C, A. Seward, Herschel 
C. Logan and John F. Helm may be said, in 
any .sense, to constitute a “ school,” they repre­ 
sent a degree of artistic activity of which any 
state might be proud. 


T was in the peace conference days in Paris 
that a Harvard professor, meeting Col. 
Frederick Palmer, noted war correspond­ 
ent. asked; 
“ Palmer, what are you go­ 
ing to do now that there are going 10 be no 
more wars? ” 
“ From what I have .seen of the peace con­ 
ference,” Palmer replied, “ I am convinced that 
more wars already are in the making.” 
To read the covenant of the League was to 
break the heart of a practical pacifist. Palmer 
wTites in his book. “ With My Own Eyes,” just 
published by the Bobbs-MerriU Company, In­ 
dianapolis. 
This 
overambitlous, 
oversold 
■ League, this recipe on paper for ending wars, 
he calls' it, was blown up to man’s full stature 
of arbitrary power over all the nations and 
human passions when sanity a.sked for an in­ 
fant in swaddling clothes which should grow 
with the growth of world understanding and 
fellowship. 
“ There were times in the Worid War.” Palm­ 
er WTites. “ when the pacifist and philosopher 
who writes these lines used to suffer a spasm 
of resentment that the generals should so fre­ 
quently have much finer personal characters 
than the statesmen. 
Portrait painters and 
photographers remarked the visual contrast be­ 
tween the straight, decisive look and the 
shifty look, 
NATIONAI.ISM RULED CONFERENCE. 
“ And there was Clcmenceau, ‘Father of Vie- 
torv,’ who had no rootn for Idealism in his 
cosmos, but placed it as an imponderable to be 
dealt with in the cosmos of less materialistic 
minds and therefore, in his philosophy, le.ss 
logical minds. There was the greedy, grasping 
Orlando of Italy. There was the delightfully 
insouciant Balfour, who won a great point by 
making it seem so small compared to the one 
which he granted. 
There was Lord Robert 
Cecil, Bible in hand, so very Cecilian, so 
thoroughly 
and uncon.sciously a convinced 
English aristocrat—a strong partisan of the 
League of Nations—who was making sure that 
under the new disgui.se of colonial rule called 
a mandate. Britain got all the African diamond 
fields and the oil wells of Mesopotamia. Amer­ 
ica might have a mandate over the poor Ar­ 
menians. 
Unconsciously aggressive national­ 
istic sentiment dominated the peace confer­ 
ence." 
Palmer, in his role as censor for the Amer­ 
ican Expeditionary Force and later in charge of 
the War Diary at Pershing's headquarters, met 
all the important statesmen and generals. He 
saw their characters and actions naked before 
the ceasor’s pencil, he erased blemishes and 
propaganda and fitted them with robes of 
dignity. 
‘There was Lloyd George, with his marvel­ 
ous facility in political legerdemain, whose god 
.seemed to me to be a gyrating Janus. He had 
become prime minister just as the orders for 
munitions which Kitchener had given at the 
outset were being filled in quantity production. 
So he was the wizard who said: ‘Behold, in­ 
stantly I am in power’—the magician taking 
the munition.s out of his hat. The war’s play­ 
boy rode in royal state on his own special train 
surrounded by his suite—which included young 
men who ought to have been in the trenches— 
while King George was content with one pri­ 
vate car.” 
LLOYD GEORGE AND HAIG. 


In the opinion of Palmer all history holds 
no greater contrast than that between Lloyd 
George and Haig. In spite of his depreciation . 
of Haig, hLS tirades against Haig, his personal 
antipathy to Haig, when he faced the moral 
stature of Haig, who would not stoop to tricks 
to meet tricks, Lloyd George never dared to 
lelieve Haig, the writer says. 
“ And.” adds Colonel Palmer, “ if Haig could 
have thought in terms of personal malice, what 
a revenge h e”had for Lloyd George’s criticism 
of his timidity when Haig saw the German will 
was breaking under the British blow of August 
8 , 1918 , and drove on unmindful of Lloyd 
George s alarm over his brashness.” 
Has the new generation forgot the lesson of 
the World War? That is the question fore­ 
most in the mind of the noted correspondent, 
to whom the last war was a monster stripped 
of all glamour, 
{ 
Palmer is qualified to speak as an authority' 
on war. He has “ been going to the wars” since 
he was a young 
man. When he was 24 he saw 
the Greeks fight the 'Turks in 18 97, a serio­ 
comic affair that won him his spurs as a war 
correspondent. 
He was with the exasperated 
American troops that chased Aguinaldo through 
Luzon when America was adopting the Philip­ 
pines. 
Palmer was with Dewey at Manila Bay and 
possibly on more intimate terms with the ad­ 
miral than any of his officers or men. 
He 
sailed with Dewey and “ covered” the welcome 
in New York. He endured hunger, thirst. Arc­ 
tic cold, tropic heat and dizzy 
fatigue in in­ 
fection’s path. 
He was shot at without shoot­ 
ing back, 
LUCKY THROUGH MANY DANGERS. 
“ The luck of being missed by flying pieces 


of steel served me through a succession of ad­ 
venturous campaigns before I turned thirty, 
he says. 
“ I bearded many censors and later 
became the censor for our army in France. I 
saw war through all the stages from glamour to 
ashes; 
from bands playing, flags waving, 
swords flashing at the head of impetuous 
charges under the canopy of black powder 
smoke, to the regulated advance of the autom­ 
atons at funereal pace across No Man s 
Land.” 
,, 
He followed the lure of Alaskan gold as well 
as the lure of war. 
He saw Chinese rioters 
reverse the tide of European expansion; re­ 
bellions that failed or were christened revo­ 
lutions by success; nations that he had seen 
fighting each other fighting as allies against 
former allies; the German empire that Bis-

marck had built by blood and iron wrecked by 
blood and iron; the Russian czar In his might 
before he became the victim of war’s ruthless­ 
ness by which his ancestors had spread their 
autocracy; the United States hailed as a new 
power because our sailors and soldiers van­ 
quished Spanish sailors and soldiers; the New 
England town meeting on a Jungle man-hunt 
half way around the world, and an American 
army in Prance to make Germany as well as 
Italy safe for democracy. 
Going from his native Jamestown, N, Y.. to 
New York City in 18 93 when he was 20 years 
old, Frederick Palmer began a journalistic ca­ 
reer that has taken him to the highest rung 
on the ladder of fame. 
He met the famous 
of the “ gay nineties” ; he received a pat on 
the shoulder from Charles A. Dana; he kndw 
Steve Brodle, as well as Ward McAllister, so­ 
cial mentor of the Four Hundred; he knew 
Richard Croker, Tony Pastor. Joseph Jeffer­ 
son, Ada Rehan, Maggie Cltoe^ Emma Eames 
and Jean de Reszke. 


FORTY YEARS A RINGSIDER. 


In 18 95 he started the travels that have 
taken him all over the world. He has hed a 
ringside scat at all the major wars, revolutions 
and rebellions in the last forty years, and only 
a few weeks ago still was on the job repoVting 
the trouble in Cuba for The Star and associ­ 
ated newspapers. 
He had an enjoyable and educational range 
for two years in London and Paris before the 
queen’s diamond jubilee, two years in which 
his memory of having heard Joachim and Sar- 
asate play he says is more precious than that 
of any military review. 
Returning from the Klondike, where he “ cov­ 
ered” the gold rush tor newspapers and maga­ 
zines, Palmer found he almost had missed a 
war, started by the blowing up of the battle­ 
ship Maine in Havana harbor. He hurried to 
the Philippine adventure, where he became the 
intimate friend of Dewey. 
'There always have been wars calling Palmer 
and, when not wars, such interesting magazine 
assignments as the building of the Panama 
Canal, He became such an authority on the 
canal that his advice was sought by Theodore 
Roosevelt. 
He “ covered” the San Francisco 
earthquake, the Boxer uprising, the Russo- 
Japanese War. 
, 
Prom 1905 until 1914 there were few wars, so, 
like a war correspondent on a holiday, he trav­ 
eled in America and abroad. 
From the Bal­ 
kans he sauntered over Europe, only to hurry 
home and go into Mexico with Pershing. Then 
came the World War and Palmer’s greatest as­ 
signment. 


“ REPORTIR FOR THE UNITED STATES.” 


The major continental staffs had decided to 
exclude from the army zones all the men whose 
reports of events formed the opinions of the 
reading public. However, the British govern­ 
ment decided to accredit to the headquarters 
of the British army in Prance five correspond­ 
ents for British papers and one for the United 
States. Palmer was the representative of the 
United States. 
Palmer’s opinion of British army officers 
may have been due to the fact he encountered 
so much opposition in his efforts to write the 
truth. After visiting the Allied fronts Palmer 
returned to the United States early in 1917 to 
make his report, and then to return to Prance 
with Pershing. 
As official censor of the A. E, F., Palmer en­ 
countered things he describes as "worse than 
war.” 
“ War sensorship,” htf insists, "smothers truth 
In cotton wool, behind the opaque curtain 
which is guarded by a soldier’s bayonet. The 
difference between the censor and the propa­ 
gandist is that between the bill collector and 
the salesman. The censor is a professional no­ 
man; the propagandist is a professional yes- 
man. 
The censor can have no friends; the 
business of the propagandist is to make 
friends.” 
Palmer has seen so much of wars, rebellions 
and uprisings that he has emerged a confirmed 
pacifist. He fails to find any constructive the­ 
ory in warfare, and he has little time for 
statesmen and diplomats who by trickery seek 
to advance the causes of their own govern­ 
ments in foreign lands. 


LAST or A FAMOUS BAND. 
Palmer today is the only remaining mem­ 
ber of a famous band of correspondents who 
for a quarter of a century kept the world ad­ 
vised as to what was going on in distant 
places. 
This band included such writers as 
Richard Harding Davis, with whom Palmer was 
associated in many campaigns, and Jack Lon­ 
don, who was with Palmer to Alaska. In the 
Russo-Japanese War Palmer was associated 
with John Bass, Robert M. ColUns, Oscar Kiilg 
Davis, William Dinwiddie. James M. Hare, the 
photographer, and Jack London. 
In Mexican .campaigns he wwked with John 
McCutcheon and Medm McOormij^k« pOso Davis 


and Hare, and in the World War the “ new 
school” of writers, including Frederick Roy 
Martin, afterward general manager of the As­ 
sociated Press: Roy Howard, W. Orton Tewson, 
Melville Stone, Herbert Corey, Grantland Rice, 
Irvin Cobb, Junius Wood, Edwin James, Pred 
P. Ferguson, Heywood Broun, Gerald Morgan, 
Bozeman Bulger, Alexander WooUcott, William 
Allen White. Hoyd Gibbons, William ©• Shep­ 
herd. Arthur Ruhi. William Philip Sims, Wilbur 
Forrest, Walter Duranty and Lowell Mellett. 
“ And while the statesmen counseled at the 
peace conference,” Colonel Palmer concludes, 
"the youth of the nations to the World War, 
which had been won by sheer attrition and not 
by generalship, were mute to the trenches. 
“ Theirs must be the future power, as it ever 
had been after all wars. They would sweep the 
elders into retirement. That power would have 
voice in the call for pensions and bonuses and 
special privileges, and produce a Mussolini and 
a Hitler out of its fighting ranks as the anti­ 
climax of ‘make the world safe for democracy’."

FRENCH T R Y RAIL BVS ES . 


Speedy Motors May Crowd Out Locomotives 
on One Line. 


Fro m th* C o ntinental Editio n o f the Lo ndo n Daily Mail. 
To combat the keen competition of motor 
buses the French State Railway has placed 
an order for 250 rail buses (motor cars that 
run on rails) for delivery during 1934. 
As a result the locomotive in many instances 
will cede its place to motor-driven vehicles. 
The rail bus possesses the chief qualities of its 
madn rival—rapidity, flexibility and economic 
operation. 
More than a million kilometers have already 
been covered by rail buses on the State rail­ 
way without accident of any kind. Some rail 
buses have seats for fifty passengers and reach 
the maximum legal speed of 130 kilometers 
(eighty and two-thirds miles) an hour. 
M. Raoul Dautry, director-general of the 
State railway of Prance, sees in the rail bus 
a new, original and practical mode of traction 
which will compel a complete overhauling of 
transport technique and practice. 
The rail 
bus he is convinced, fills a long-felt need, and 
he prophesies that in a few years It will be 
in use almost everywhere. 
“ The rail bus,” asserts M. Dautry, “ has left 
the realm of experiment and is now a reality. 
It has demonstrated Its practicability. It can 
cover the distance between Deauville and Paris 
(138 miles) to two hours three minutes, a gain 
of thirty-five minutes over the fastest train. 
It is particularly adapted to furnish rapid, 
frequent and econcMnical transport for shwt 
distances.
